Follow- 
ing is the text of Dr; Lange’s his- 
toric letter demanding UN action 
against Franco as a threat to “the 
maintenance of international peace 
and security”: 


The Honorable Trygve Lie,

My Dear Secretary General: 


On Feb. 9, 1946, the General 
Assembly of the United Nations, 
without a dissenting vote, con- 
demned the fascist regime in Spain 
as having been founded “with the 
support of the Axis powers”. and 
n, i from membership in the 


United Nations on the grounds 
that it does not possess, by reason 
ot its origins, its nature, its record 

and its close association with ag- 

gressor states, the qualifications 
necessary to justify admission.” 

The ‘assembly also, recommended 

that the United Nations take this 

resolution into account in con- 
ducting their future relations with 

Spain.“ 

Since then a series of develop- 
ments has made it clear that the 
activities of the Franco govern- 
ment have already caused inter- 


national friction and endangered 
international peace and security. 
As a consequence, the French 
government was compelled on Feb. 
26, 1946, to close the frontiers be- 
tween France and Spain. These 


frontiers continue to be closed. 
One day later the Franco govern- 
ment ordered the concentration of 
troops at the border of France. 

Moreover, the Franco regime has 
given haven to the largest aggre- 
gation of Nazi assets and person- 
nel; it has given refuge to a large 
number of war criminals and Nazi 
leaders who continue their activi- 
ties from Spanish territory; it al- 
lows and promotes scientific re- 
search by German scientists en- 
gaged in devising new means of 
warfare. 

In view of the foregoing, the 
situation in Spain must be consid- 
ered not as an internal affair of 
that country, but as a concern of 
all the United Nations. Article 2 
of the Charter in Paragraph 6

This Negro-baiting, slanderous 
suggestions was not challenged by a 
single Board member, though Eleo- 
nore Godding of Local 1, State, 
County and Municipal Workers, 
C10, later sharply castigated the 
Board for its silence and denounced 
Joseph Goldsmith, who made the 
proposal, “for his slanderous insult 
at the Negro residents of Harlem
